I am buy- 
ing chairs in factories at such prices that I 
can sell to the penitentiaries. 

bid for the chairs to the committee 
was cents a dozen higher than St. Louis 
list, with discount off. 

“The partiés who were anxious to be in- 
terviewed need not worry. They will not be 
called on to furnish any part of them., I 
will furnish them the same amount “of 
chairs as my contract calls for in six weeks’ 
time at 50 cents a dosen less than my con- 
tract calls for and will deliver them f. o. b. 
St. Louis. If you can get this contract from 
either of them I will pay 5 per cent com- 
mission. 

“It is true I buy some goods out of prisons. 
That is perfectly legitimate. The Conrades 
Chair Co. has done the same and the Loge- 
man Chair Co. has a contract to-day with 
the Joliet Penitentiary for 3,000 dozen, so I 
was told by the agent of the penitentiary, 
and the order is not all filled yet.

Coroner Wait R/iasts the Board of 
Public Improvements. 


LAYS THE BLAME ON THEM. 


They Approved and Permitted the Car 
Gempanies to Put on Fenders 
That Are Worthless. 


Coroner Wait, after the inquest upon the 
littie girl who was killed on South Broad- 
way, said: 

“I cannot hold the street railroads re- 
sponsible for these accidents, because the 
Board of Public Improvements has ap- 
proved of the fenders they use, and the 
board alone is therefore responsible. They 
have passed upon the fenders and allowed 
the use of inferior ones. So long as they 


do this the roads cannot be blamed.” 

The municipal authorities 9o judge from 
the statements of City Counselor Marshall 
and the members of the Board of Public 
Improvements, are unable to cope with the 
street car fender problem or offer any 
remedy for the evil that exists. 

That *he fenders used on a 1 
ot the roads are practically useless all the 
members of the Board admit, but an ade- 
quate remedy none can suggest. 

e law on the subject gives them no 
power to force the railroad companies. 
In fact all the power granted to the board 
has been exercised and practically no 
longer exis%s. 

ey have n written approvals of 
fenders submit and cannot rescind their 
action in any way. 

The ordinance says that the companies 
conducting railroads shall provide all of 
their grip or motor cars now or hereafter 
in use with fenders projecting beyond the 
front platforms of such cars, and designed 
to catch and sustain any human being 
who may be in the way of such car, and 
also provide and equip all their street cars 
with front and rear wheel guards; such 
fenders and wheel goss shall be of a 
design which the oard of Public Im- 
provements shall have certified in writin 
meets the approval of such board. All suc 
care shall equipped with such fenders 
and wheel guards by September first, eigh- 
teen hundred and ninety-five, and such fen- 
ders and guards shall be placed on all 
Street cars in use thereafter. 

It shall be the duty of the Board of Public 
Improvements to examine and pass upon 
all designs for fenders and guards sub- 
mitted to such board by any street railway 
company,. and to give a written certificate 
to such company of the approval or dis- 
approval of such designs by said board. 

t can be seen *hat the law says that 
the fenders shall be designed to catch and 
sustain.’’ It does not say that they shall 
do these things nor that they shall pick up 
any persons who may be lying on the 
tracks. ) 

President McMath of the board, when 
spoken to on the subject of the board’s re- 
eponsibility in the matter, said: 

In the case of that little girl who was 
killed the other day no fender on earth 
could have saved her. I do not say this in 
defense of any particular fender, but on 
general principles. It was an unusual emer- 
gency and should be considered as such. 

“As to the fenders we have approved, we 
were given but little scope in that regard, 
we were to decide which, in our opinion, 
were the best of those submitted to us; we 
did so and had no further authority. They 
may have been defective, it is true, but at 
that time the subject was purely experi- 
mental and is so to this day. I can say, 
speaking for myself, that I do not know of 
1 contrivance that will answer the

THERE 18 NO DISSENSION. 


Police Commissiener Lee Denies a Ru- 
mor and Discusses Pensiens. 


The statement that the Board of Police 
Commissioners is on the verge of another 
Shake up is denied by the members. Com- 
missioner John A. Lee has this to say 


about it: 


“There is no trouble, no dissension, no 
ill-feeling and no demoralizacion in the 
Board of Police Commissioners, uor is there 
likely to be. 

“The request for the passags of an crdi- 
nance providing for the reinstatement of 
men who were retired as pensioners, as vet- 
erans or for disability, came from the men 
themselves and was merely approved by 
the Board of Police Commissioners. The 
Legislature passed a law giving these men 
the right to retire on half pay, or the 
board the right to retire them on half pay 
after twenty years’ service, and in the in- 
terest of efficiency of the force they were 
so retired. 

“They have not been paid because the 
Municipal Assembly has refused to appro- 
priate the money for their payment, 

I think they should be paid, and so do 
all „the other Police Commissioners. I 
don't believe in using up the best years 
of the life of these veterans and then 
turning them out to starve when the law 
of the State says that they shall be paid 
half pay. 

“Any form of ordinance which the Mu- 
nicipal Assembly may pass to provide for 
their payment I will approve and indorse. 

Neither do I believe in converting the 
Police Department into a hospital for the 
maintenance of syperannuated cripples, and 
I think the law permitting the board to 
retire veterans and disabled men on half 
pay a just one. I know nothing as to the 
constitutionality, nor do I feel an interest 
in that point. It is just, right and fair, 
and that is enough for me. 

“What are we going to do with our old 
men and disabled men? Shall we keep 
them on the force at full pay? We row 
have only half the force necessary to prop- 
erly patrol] the city and as compared With 
what other cities have. If our men are to 
do such double work it cannot be done 
with octogenarlans or cripples. 

“It is a burning shame and outrage that 
the great City of St. Louls shouid be com- 
paratively without even a fairly adequate 
number of men on the police force. 

“The citizens of St. Louls now employ 
700 private licensed night watchmen, ag- 
gregating a half million dollars per annum, 
which is an outrage. They pay their taxes 
and are entitled to police protaction with- 
out paying for it privately. Each member 
of the police force to-day would have a 
beat seven miles in length if the city were 
all patrolled as it should be. We have 
685 patrolmen and 71 sergeants, and when 
the essential deductions are made for pe- 
cial, service and sickness, there are only 
about 300 men on duty at one time, as the 
force must be divided into two watches of 
twelve hours each, night and day.“

Real Estate Agent Lost His Clients and 
a Verdict fer $300 Damages. 


The Hulest-Stout Sign Co. will be sure 
they have the owner's consent before they 
paint any more signs on the- side of a build- 
ing. 

John M. Herder, a real estate agent, will 
consult with the owner before he again 
gives the painters permission to make an 
advertising board of his client’s property. 

In Justice Spaulding’s court a $300 judg- 
ment stands against Mr. Herder and the 
Huiest-Stout Sign Co. for neglecting this 
important point. 

The Misses Caroline and Elizabeth Walter 
own a tenement house at Broadway and 
Angelrodt street. Until a short time ago 
John M. Herder was agent for the prop- 
erty. On the Broadway side of the build- 
ing is an expanse of barren wall that the 
Huiest-Stout Sign Co. wanted to decorate 
with a tobacco advertisement. 

Negotiations were made with Mr. Herder, 
the agent, and for a consideration of $4 his 
consent was obtained and the sign was 
painted. 

When the Misses Walter passed by their 
property and their eyes met the tobacco 
sign they were indignant. They called on 
their agent and asked why it had been per- 
mitted. When they found that permission 
had been given for a paltry $4 they told 
Mr. Herder the offending sign must be 
effaced. He argued the question with them 
and declined to go back on his contract 
with the sign people. 

hen the Misses Walter took the property 
out of his possession. They also instituted 
damage proceedings against Mr. Herder and 
the ulest-Stout Sign Co. jointly. They 
placed their damages at $500. 

The case was tried before a jury in Jus- 
tice Spaulding's court. A number of real 
estate men testified for either side as ex- 
perts. The jury took but a few minutes for 
consideration and rendered a verdict in

WILL GO TO LAW 


The Dismissed Pastor ef Grace Church 
Thinks His Whilom Flock Has 
Treated Him Badly. 


ABOUT IT, 


Rev. J. H. Mulholland, who was voted 
out of the pastorship of Grace Presby- 
terlan Church Thursday night, was dis- 
posed Friday morning to pour out his 
bottled up wrath upon he heads of his 
enemies, and drown them with . 

He styled the congregational meeting a 
farce, called the Committee of Presbytery 
a partisan body and intimated that if a 
civil court ever reviews the vove which de- 
termined his fate it will discover corrupt 


practices little short of ballot box stuffing. 

He is not willing to admit that the ma- 
jority of the ballots were against him and 
he criticises the Chairman of the Presby- 
tery Committee for an alleged breach of 
a promise not to disclose the vote. 

Mr. Mulholland smiled grimly when asked 
whether he would meekly submit and forego 
his large claims against the church if the 
Presbytery dissolved the pastoral relations. 

His only answer was that the Presbytery 
meeting, set for next Monday morning, was 
too distant to be anticipated in any way. 

“At the election last evening,“ gaid Mr. 
Mulholland, between thirty and forty per- 
sons who went forward to vote were chal- 
lenged on the ground that they had not 
attended services for from one to four 
years. Most of those who voted in spite 
of challenges have neither attended services 
nor paid anything to the church and ballots 
were cast by twenty-five persons whose 
names had been stricken from the records 
by the session. Attempts were made to 
vote persons who took their letters of dis- 
missal from the church some time ago, but 
the scheme was frustrated. 

“The element that is opposed to me has 
an equity of about $1,000 in the church, while 
I and my friends have an equity of $22,000. 
It looks as if the persons who have a thou- 
sand-dollar interest are making an effort to 
defraud the pastor and other creditors of 
the church ou® of their just dues. 

“The trustees, church session and I, the 
pastor, were at the meeting and we were 
prepared to make a full statement of the 
finances, and a full record of the use made 
of all church moneys would have been 
turned over to the Committee of Presby- | 
tery had nog all overtures and suggestions 
to this effect been declared out of order. 
There is the clearest evidence that the meet- 
ing was one-sided, and was worked up with 
a view to vote the pastor out, righ? or 
wrong. 

“Before the adjournment of the meeting 
the Moderator, Mr. Magill, stated that no 
information would be disclosed as to the 
result of the election until the meeting of 
the Presbytery Monday, and hence what- 
ever statement was made about the vote 
after adjournment was a violation of that 
promise. 

The meeting by rule should have been 
private and quiet, but reporters and many 
outsiders were admitted and I made no 
protest because I knew that any attempt 
to clear the church of persons not prop- 
erly accredited would have caused war, and 
I was anxious to avoid trouble. 

“I wish to add that I have been trying 
for weeks to find out what charges or 
bases of charges against me existed and 
have not succ@éeded; although I thought 
that at the meeting the opposition would 
make some attempt to justify its course.“ 


Mr. Mulholland anticipated trouble for be- 
fore the meeting of the congregation he 
went to the Sixth District Station and had 
a sergeant and several patrolmen sent to 
the church at Goodfellow and Ridge aven: | 
ues to preserve the peace and protect him. 

Rev. H. Magill, Chairman of the special 
Presbytery Committee appointed to inves- 
tigate Grace Church troubles, called the 
congregational meeting to order. He stated 
the object of the meeting, namely to vote

Four Women Leave the Refuge, Glaim- 
ing to Be Overworked. 


Four women, with four babies and bun- 
dies in proportion, marched out of the 
Bethesda Home at Sixteenth and Hickory 
Streets Thursday evening and sought ref- 


uge elsewhere. 

They claimed that they were being asked 
to do too much work about the place and 
that others more favored were not asked to 
do enough. 

Dr. Kearney, the Dispensary physician, 
was taking a breather after sewing up 4 
mutilated negro when the four women with 
their four babies and all their worldly chat- 
tels marched up to the railing and in con- 
cert asked for admission to one of the city 
institutions until such time as the babies 
would be old enough to be taken out into 
the cold, cold world. 

Dr. Kearney could not understand how 
so many should come at once until they ex- 
—— that they had just deserted the 

ethesda Home and were wanderers with- 
out a pillow to lay their bables on. 

After taking their names and the names 
of the babies, Dr. Kearney had them all 
carried to the City Hospital in one of the 
easy-riding, rubber-tired ambulances. 

Two of the women were seen at the City 
Hospital Friday morning by a Post-Dis- 
patch reporter and told their story. 

Mrs. Clara Newton, who has twin babies, 
Phylis and Georgia, aged 3 months, said: 
“I have no fault to find with the treatment 
we received there, but we had to work too 
hard. It might have been different if the 
matron had not been sick, but as it was, 
with my two babies to nurse, I could not do 
all the labor that was expected of me, 80 
I packed up and went away.’ 

Nora Cline, another of the unfortunates 
who expects soon to add a fifth baby to 
the quartette from Bethesda, was lying 
comfortably in a cool spot in the woman’s 
ward. She did not have much to say ex- 
cept that she was expected to do more 
work than was reasonable under the cir- 
cumstances. 

The other two women, Annie Pulis and 
her baby. Gladys, and Agnes Croskery with 
her baby, Roy, aged 7 months, did not stay 
at the City Hospital, but found temporary 
residences elsewhere. They told Dr. Sut- 
ter the same tale of woe as did the others, 
and added that they would not do all the 
work while the favorites were allowed to 
sit around the nurseries in comparative 
idleness. 

At the Bethesda Home, Mrs. Hayne, the 
matron, was not in, but the young lady in 
charge during her absence said: 

„We alm to avoid publicity as much as 
possible, and do not like to discuss these 
matters. These women went away from 
here without saying a word to any one, or 
asking to be relieved of any part of their 
work. Understand that in an institution 
of this kind each one must do her share of 
the work to keep things going. We im- 
pose on nobody, and if they think they 
work too hard all they need do is say so. 

“The physician very often tells us to let 

certain ones rest without any work at all, 
and it is always done. These women be- 
came jealous and got to gossiping among 
themselves, I suppose, and concluded that 
they were being overworked. 
“Tt would have been no more than fair 
for them to have said something before 
they left, but they did not. They simply 
packed up and went off without so much 
as saying good-by. 

“We are very sorry that it happened, 
but we do not feel that we are in the least 


to blame.“

SENATOR VEST SERVES NOTICE. 


In a vigorous 1 the Senate 
Thursday, Senator Vest served notice 
upon the Administration and all con 
cerned that there are cofditions under 
which he will refuse to abide by the 
action of the Chicago convention. “I 
serve notice now,” he said, “that if 
this convention at Chicago is to be made 
up of officeholders, brought ‘there to over- 
awe and override the wishes of the hon- 
est majority of the Democratic party 
throughout the United States, it is no 
Democratic convention with me.” 

This warning was rendered necessary 
by what occurred in Michigan last week. 
Senator Vest declared in his speech that 
he had pergonal letters from men of high 
position, whose integrity and veracity he 
is willing to vouch for, disclosing “a 
state of facts which is absolutely shame- 
ful and disgraceful to American public 
lte.“ One of the writers stated that 
two-thirds of the Federal officials in the 
State were on the floor of the alleged 
Democratic convention, working earn- 
estly to overcome the free silver major- 
ity; and another writer declared that all 


except one of the postmasters in Michigan 


were there, engaged in the same work. 
Senator Vest expressed the conviction, 
which is shared by all well-informed 
men; that “the statement that the Dem- 
ocrats of Michigan are not for free coin- 
age of silver is as false as to say that 
the Democrats of the State of Missouri 
are opposed to it.“

In the face of his ignominious defeat 
in the meeting of the Cook County Dem-

AN ENEMY’S DIRE THREATS. 


The Assailants Are Supposed te Be in 
the Conspiracy te Run Him 
Out of St. Louis. 


Harry H. Riddlebock, manager of the St. 
Louis base ball team, is lying in bed at his 
home, 3809 Finney avenue, suffering from 
three bad cuts and contusions, one between 


the eyes, one across the bridge of the nose, 


and a third on the lower lip. 

Mr. Diddlebock says that his injuries are 
the result of a vitious assault made upon 
him by a gang of ruffians near the corner 
of Vandeventer and Finney avenues about 
2:30 a. m. Friday. 


He did not recognize his assailants and 


says he could not identify any of them. 


He can assign no motive for the cowardly 
assault except that it was in pursuance of 
the avowed policy of a certain clique, the 
members of which have openly exp 

their intention of running him out of St. 


ulis. < 

Mr. Diddlebock said: I left the base ball 

park about 11:30 p. m. Thursday night and 
e down on the street cars. t wanted to 
see some of the base ball reporters on the 
morning papers. When I got through with 
them I went to see a Philadelphia friend at 
the Planters’ and stayed there half an hour. 
From there I went to the Grand Bowling 
Alleys, at Sixth and Pine streets. I became 
interested in a me of cocked hat and 
stayed there until 1:15 a. m. The cars had 
ceased running by that time, so I called a 
hack and went home. I got out of the cab 
at the corner of Finney and Vandeventer 
avenues and went into the saloon just 
north of Finney, on Vandeventer, and got a 
lass of apollinaris. This I drank and 
mmediately went out to go home. I walked 
east on the north side of Finney, about 
forty yards to a place where a cellar is be- 
ing excavated. I noticed a crowd of men, 
in number about six, coming west. We met 
just where the excavated dirt made the 
sidewalk narrow. The leader of the crowd 
assed by apa I felt a swift push given me 

rom behind. 

“At the same moment I was hit hard in 
the mouth and completely dazed. Not a 
word was spoken up to this time, but I re- 
member hearing a loud voice say ‘Give him 
another for Willie Green,’ ag I fell and be- 
came unconscious. 

“Willie Green is the nom de plume of a 
sporting writer. Some time ago he and I 
had trouble because I would not allow him 
to draw $100 per month as official] base ball 
scorer at Sportsman's Park. Since I fired 
him he has been ‘sore’ at me, and I under- 
stand has made a bet with Tom Allen, the 
retired pugilist, that he would run me out 
of town. 

How long 1 lay there I do not know. 
When I recovered consciousness I walked 
along the street in a dizzy manner and 
found Bee on the north side of Finney, 
west of Vandeventer. 

I sat down on a chair that happened 


to be there and tried to collect myself. I 


did not think I was badly hurt, but I bled 
a good deal from my nose. By and by an 
officer came along and noticing the blood on 
my hands asked what was the matter. I 
told him my nose was bleeding, as I did not 
want any police report made of the affair. 
He accompanied me to my home, just east 
of Vandeventer. 

“I was perfectly sober. I had not taken 
more than three drinks during the evening.“ 


Officer William Trampe, who helped Mr. 
Diddlebock to his residence, corroborated 
the foregoing story. 

“I saw a man whom I afterward found to 
be Diddlebock walking west across Vande- 
venter about 3:15 a. m., said Officer 
Trampe. “I took no particular notice of 
him and walked east on Finney. About an 
hour later I found the same man sitting on 
the chair used by the transfer agent on the 
northwest corner of Vandeventer and Fin- 
ney avenues. I noticed blood on his hands 
and asked ‘him what the trouble was. He 
told me his nose was bleeding. He seemed 
perfectly sober and straightened up, saying: 
‘Well, Im going home.’ 

J walked east to 3809 Finney with him. 
He said good night, walked up the steps and 
let himself in with a latchkey. 

“I did not notice any blood on his face, 
nor did he say a word to me about having 
been assaulted. I did not think the matter 
worth while reporting.“ 

Officer D. A. Covington, who walks the 
game beat with Officer Trampe, said that 
he saw a man answering the description of 
Mr. dlebock sitting on.the chair at the 
place mentioned. He spoke to him and re- 
ceived a cheery answer. He took no fur- 
ther notice of him, as he thought he was 
waiting for an owl car to come along. 
Later Officer Trampe told him that he had 
seen the man who had been sitting on the 
chair enter 3809 Finney avenue. at was 
all that he knew about.the affair. 


A Post-Dispatch reporter went carefully 
over the ground where the assault oc- 
curred. The place where Diddlebock says 
he met his assailants is about fifty yards 
east of Vandeventer on the north abide of 
Finney. The sidewalk is cut at this point 
and the open cellar yawns dangerously 
near. There was no blood noticeable near it. 

On the northwest corner of Finney and 
Vandeventer, near the chair on which Did- 
dlebock sat, was a large pool of blood. The 
chair must have been close to the edge of 
the sidewalk, as the blood lay in the gutter. 

The legs of the chair were aiso spattered 
with blood. 

Mrs. Didlebock says that her husband 


was covered with blood so that he was al- 
most unrecognizable. 


The cuts sustained by Diddlebock are of 


that peculiar triangular description which 
betrays the brass knuckles. It was found 
necessary to use stitches in several places.
